He ran unsuccessfully for the El Cer- 
rito-Kensington Justice Court bench in 1958, but began a 
14-year term that year as a member of the Contra Costa 


Junior College School Board. 


As a city attorney, he performs a wide variety of  * 
legal servicés — including helping to draft ordinances, 
answering election questions, handling litigation and en- 
tering labor disputes. Kretzmer, who attends council 
meetings upon request, estimates he spends roughly 25 to 
50 percent of his work week on city business. 

“My relationship with the city council is the typical 
relation of a private lawyer with his client,’’ said 
Kretzmer, who will receive about $22,700 for his services 
to the city during the new fiscal year.

Simmons: The police need more help

Simmons says the quality of police 
service here, particularly response 
time, will likely deteriorate if his 
department can’t hire an additional 
patrol officer. 

The City Council has put off his 
request until Dec. 1, when a public 
hearing has been scheduled on the 
matter. The council, in previous

The project at this stage is tenta- 
tive and uncertain, but so far coun- 
cil members have been talking 
about a redevelopment plan that 
would include both the waterfront 
area at the former dump site and 
the Gateview towers on the west 
side of Albany Hill. 

If the ‘council entered into a 
project and sold bonds under a fed- 
eral program called SB99, the agen- 
cy would issue tax exempt con- 
struction notes and tax exempt 
mortgage revenue bonds. The result 
would be cheaper financing to build 
the 1,500 remaining Gateview view 
units. Some 480 have been complet- 
ed. (The city’s ultimate gain would 
be an expanded tax base from the 
development). 


The $50,000, according to City Ad- 
ministrator William Haden, would 
cover the cost of attorney and con- 
sultant fees for a financial feasibili-

budget sessions, has said funds are 
not immediately available to hire a 
new Officer. If they decide to change 
their mind and create a new position 
for six months beginning January, it 
would cost $13,050. 

Simmons, however, is not con- 
vinced he has enough support from 
the council. 

“Councilman (William) Johns 
and Councilman (Lou) George have 
stated they’re satisfied that we need 
the one man,” Simmons said. ‘I 
haven’t really heard any commit- 
ment at all from the other three 
councilmen. 

“T get the impression the votes 
aren’t there,”’ 

In the past five years, according 
to Simmons, the workload handled 
by the department has increased 110 
percent. That takes into account in- 
creases in crime, arrests, calls from 
dispatchers to patrol officers, and 
calls from citizens to the police sta- 
tion. 

On the other hand, a new patrol 
position hasn’t been authorized in 
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six years, ; 

“To maintain the atmosphere that 

we have, it takes patrol on the street 
so that you’re either intercepting 
the individuals or the individuals 
are aware that the patrol is there,”’ 
he remarked. “If you don’t have 
people on the street available to 
take calls or available to observe 
the activity, check with any city 
that’s under-manned, you'll see the 
crime rate going up. 
. ‘We're subject to the mobility of 
the criminal element. We don’t have 
a fence around us. I tried to point 
out to the council that you can't be- 
come complacent. You can’t have a 
false sense of security.” 

Added to the problem of handling 
increased activity is the fact offi- 
cers are gaining seniority and 
therefore are entitled to more vaca- 
tion days. 

As a result, officers in the past 
few years have been putting in an 
increasing amount of overtime to 
cover for their colleagues. During 
the past year, the department bud- 
geted $16,000 for overtime but spent 
$19,000. 


“People become fatigued,” noted _ 


Simmons, who said an overtime 
shift is usually 12 hours long. ‘You 
can only ask so much of the officers 
working overtime. ; 

“They'd like some time off. It's 
beginning to create. some resent- 
ment.” 

Simmons said an added strain is 
put on the department because it 
must provide a small contingent to 
work at Golden Gate Fields during 
the first half of the year. Because 
the city cannot afford to pay for 
these officers on its own time, they 
work there on their days off and the 
department gets reimbursed by the 
track. As a result, Simmons said,

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Residents blast 
bike path plan

ALBANY — Key Route Boulevard 
residents sent a letter to City Hall 
last week, opposing a planned bike 
path along the vacated Santa Fe 
railroad right-of-way bordering 
their backyards.

Gordon Riddervold, who wrote 
the letter, said he and 14 of his 
neighbors on the 900 block of Key 
Route believe the bike path will 
continue to encourage the vandal- 
ism which has plagued them in the 
past. 

Reports of broken windows and 
graffiti on backyard fences have 
been commonplace, he said. 

“We have always had riff-raff 
coming along these tracks,’ said 
Riddervold, a seven-year Key Route 
resident. ‘‘There has also been a 
certain amount of beer cans and dog 
dirt and everything else thrown into 
the yards.”

costly vase 


EL CERRITO — A Tang Dynasty 
vase worth about $18,000 was taken 
from the home of Russell Robinson, 
900 block of Arlington, between June 
18 and June 29, while he was away 
on vacation. Police say they spotted 
a suspicious person in the vicinity 
on June 29 but have no other sus- 
pects. é : 

The vase, depicting a dancer, was 
made between the sixth and ninth 
century A.D. Also taken was money, 
a TV set, tape recorder and two fire- 
arms, making the total loss $21,050. 


Route resident, said he once found a 
rock “‘the size of my fist’’-on his 
dining room table after it had shat- 
tered a window. 

“You almost have to be a police- 
man down there to stop the vandal- 
ism,” Jarvis remarked. 

The residents thought the situa- 
tion would improve, though, when 
the city assumed ownership of the 
right-of-way. 

Riddervold said he and some of 
his neighbors have offered to buy 
the right-of-way parcels directly 
behind their backyards. 

Those who signed the letter said 
they would be satisfied if th city 
would just, plant trees along the 
right-of-way. Riddervold said the 
trees would discourage vandalism 
and would serve as_ insulation 
against noisy BART trains, which 
run adjacent to the proposed bike 
path. 4 

“I’m sure with the thousands of 
types of trees, there's got to be one 
that would be appropriate,’’ Rid- 
dervold stated. ‘I think it would be 
a hell of a lot better than this bicycle 
path.” 

Added Jarvis: ‘‘They start out 
with a bike path and the first thing 
you know there’ll be motorcycles 
out there. It’s just the beginning of a 
whole lot of trouble.” 

Riddervold and his neighbors, he 
said, are angry that the city council, 
which endorsed the bike path on 
April 7, failed to distribute notices of 
a hearing on the matter. 

“The city will send a letter to 
everybody within a 600-foot range if 
somebody wants to do something 
private but yet, the city is going to 
do something which is what, a mile- 
and-a-half long here, and they send 
out no word, no nothing,” Ridder- 
vold remarked. 

But Bob Guletz, public works 
director for the city, said no public 
hearing was necessary because the 
idea for the bike path along the en- 
tire right-of-way strip in Albany is 
outlined in the city’s general plan, 
adopted in 1975. 

Guletz said the city plans to spend 
‘about $52,000 in federal Transporta- 
tion Development Act money to

One voraciously 
munched his toast while reading the sports page, The 
proprietor was drawing them two more steaming, ce- 


ramic mugs of coffee. 


The rather wiry cook-owner walked slowly oyer to 
us. ‘‘Morning’,”’ was all he said, simultaneously arching

Two eggs, ham, potatoes, coffee, toast was the order 
for both of us. He disappeared through the small doorway 
to the kitchen. We each began perusing a section of the 
morning newspaper and half-listened to the mysterious 
sounds issuing from the galley. 

At one end of the room, a small, ancient heater witha 
round window dancing with orange light was warming 


the cafe. 


Two small white wooden tables, made probably in 
_the 1920s, were along the front wall on each side of the 
door. Red and white checkered oil cloth and a napkin dis- 


penser were on top of each. 


On the wall in front of us, the menu was in red plastic 
letters, glued on with a poor eye for straightness. Some of 
the words were misspelled. At the base of the L-shaped 
counter, the two truckers sat in front of a portable televi- 

- sion set, watching the kind of old movies which local tele- 
vision stations dare run only on Sunday mornings, when 
it’s almost certain nobody will be watching.

Editor: 

I would like to be sure 
that each citizen in my dis- 
trict, as well as all interest- 
ed persons, are able to 
express themselves con- 
cerning the Contra Costa 
County budget for the up- 
coming fiscal year. Your 
newspaper has been good 
enough to print press re- 
leases, but to ensure maxi- 
mum coverage I would 
greatly appreciate your 
providing this letter to your 
readers. 

Contra Costa County's 
budget, although a large 
one in terms of total dol- 
lars, will be trimmed this 
year by 12 to 1S million dol- 
lars. This represents a re- 
duction in programs which 
will affect many people. 

Approximately 85 to 90 
percent of the budget can- 
not be. reduced because the 
programs this large per- 
centage represents are 
mandated by state and fed- 
eral law. That is, your 
board of supervisors has no 
choice but to continue those 
programs because the deci- 
sion has been made for us 
by state and federal law. 
The bulk of the mandatory 
programs are in health ser- 
vices and social welfare 
services which are the two 
largest expenditure areas 
of our county budget. 

The finance committee, 
comprised of Supervisor 
Sunne McPeak and I, has 
been hearing the county 
administrator’s recom- 
mended budget for several 
weeks. We will continue 
these hearings every Mon- 
day from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. at 
the board of supervisors 
chambers, located at 651 
Pine St., Martinez. At our 


1 p.m. weekends.

I invite interested citi- 
zens’ to attend the finance 
committee meetings and 
the board of supervisors 
meeting on July 15 to 
express their concerns 
about the proposed budget 
or to call me (231-3231) or to 
write to me (100-37th St., 
Richmond 94805) with their 
suggestions. 

I already have received 
several suggestions from 
individuals and groups 
which I have either re- 
sponded to directly or about 
which I have sought further 
information from our staff 
or have discussed with the 
other board members. 
These suggestions are the 
only way I am able to de- 
termine what the people of 
our county believe should 
be done about spending tax- 
payer dollars. 

I welcome all of your 
comments and suggestions 
for then I can seek. the 
make changes in expendi- 
tures and programs ac- 
cordingly. So far, the bulk 
of citizen input to me has 
been in the areas of library, 
senior citizen and health 
services. I also have re- 
ceived suggestions and 
comments concerning 
other areas. 

Because the budget hear- 
ing process will soon come 
to a close I am soliciting the 
comments of citizens to as- 
sist me in casting my vote 
on our next year’s program 
which began July 1.

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probably caused the brain damage. 

Whatever the cause, the result is that Anna has al- 
most no control over her motor coordination. She can 
drag herself along the floor on her stomach only with 
great difficulty and she is unable to speak more than a 
few short words. 

However, Whitaker /said that three years ago Anna 
was unable even to crawl. Whitaker and her husband 
believe that what progress Anna has made so far is due 
largely to a controversial physical therapy program that 
they enrolled Anna in three and one-half years ago. 

The Donan-Delacoto method, as it is called, teaches 
parents how to physically exercise their brain-damaged 
children, Whitaker said. Twice a year, she said, she and 
her husband take Anna to Institute for Achievement of 
Human Potential in Philadelphia. There, she said, Dr. 
Glen Donan, one of the two physical therapists, who orig- 
inally developed the method more than 20 years ago, and 
his staff spend five days doing tests on Anna, to work out 
a new exercise program based on her progress. . 

“When Anna was very young,” Whitaker said, “‘we 
tried the traditional kinds of therapy. We’d watch while 
nurses and therapists tried to get her to roll over or reach 
for a toy. It was very frustrating for us. They seemed to 
have no goals for Anna and she wasn’t getting any- 
where,” | 

At about the same time, Whitaker said, she and her 
husband read a book written by Glen Donan about his 
method. *‘And it just seemed much more logical than any 
of the therapy we had seen,” she said. 

Essentially, she said, the Donan-Delacoto method 
involves forcing the brain-injured child to move with the 
hope that after many repetitions the brain will learn the 
required signals for that movement. 

One of the more well-known exercises, she said, is 
the “patterning” movement used to teach brain-injured 
children to crawl. To do the exercise, the child is laid on 
its stomach and three people rhythmically move its 
arms, head and legs in a coordinated craw! movement. 
The exercise is done for five minurtes several times each 
day. ; 
Although Anna has spent the last four months taking 
Albany school district classes for the orthopedically

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City takes a bath 
in swim ticket flap 


EL CERRITO — Someone in El 
Cerrito has figured a way to speculate 
on the rising cost of swimming in the 
city pool, That person appears to have 
made a profit. 

While it will probably never reach 
the Liao of. investing in gold 
coins, sows bellies or government 
bonds issued by the last Czar of Rus- 
sia, the futures market in swimming 
appears alive and active. It must be, 
some adventurous soul has earned 
$180, 

It all began a few months ago when 
the city considered raising the admis- 
sion charged for use of the pool at the 
community center on Moeser Lane, 
The fee was 80 cents for people willing 
buy a block of tickets in advance. 

El Cerrito’s city council takes no 
precipitate action, The implications 
of raising the fee were discussed at 
length and those talks reported in the 
newspaper, There was never much 
question the fees would-have to rise, 
when was the last time an admission 
charge went down? The advance rate 
ticket cost was hiked to $1, 


It was possibly during the time the 
fee increase was being discussed, or 
even possibly before the issue arose, 
that the market in swimming tickets 
turned bullish. 

Someone went to the swim center 
and bought 900 tickets. 

‘Other people went to the swim cen- 
ter and bought smaller, but still sub- 
stantial blocks of the tickets. Some 
people apparently had been stockpil- 
ing tickets for years, waiting for just 
this opportunity. 

The fiscal sharks swam in for the 
kill. 

They began going to the community 


pool and presenting their 80 cent tick- 
ets and demanding their $1 swim, 
Some may even have gotten their feet 
wet before the city cracked down on 
the market. 

The people who run the pool decid- 
ed to charge the difference between 
the cost of the old tickets and the new 
admission fee. Speculators hoping for 
a cutrate splash found themselves 
paying the same as the boobish pub- 
lic, which as usual neglected to take 
its chances when presented. 

Speculators are nothing if not re- 

sourceful. One or more of them got 
the ear of Councilman Richard Spell- 
mann, 
Spellmann told his fellow council 
members Monday that he was con- 
vinced the pool policy needed a 
change. His reasons plumbed the 
depths of high finance, For example: 
the person who bought 900 tickets 
forked over a fistful of dollars which 
the city could use, or put out to loan at 
a profitable rate, for years. It takes 
years to swim 900 times. 

And anyway, Spellmann argued, 
why should people with foresight be 
penalized? Also, the tickets don’t 
have an expiration date nor do they 
bear a clause forbidding their use if 
admission rates rise. 

The council was convinced and 
voted to let the anonymous soul with 
900 swim tickets keep on paddling at 
the old rate. Swimmers who stock- 
piled tickets for the future were vin- 
dicated. 

Don’t you try it though, the market 
is closed, 

The council also voted to put an‘ex- 
piration date on tickets issued in the 
future. When that date is passed each 
year, the ticket loses its value.

force — consisting of himself, a 
captain, lieutenant, five sargeants 
and 15 patrol officers — as a 
“working department.” That is, ev- 
eryone has multiple duties and no 
one is exempt from street patrol. 


In| large, metropolitan .depart- 
ments, patrol officers are assigned 
strictly to patrol. In Albany, officers 
also serve as dispatchers, book pris- 
oners and maintain police vehicles, 
for example. On a,rotating, yearly 
basis, one patrol officer serves as a 
detective. 


The department tries to erepy 
four patrol officers on a_ shift, 
though they will drop to three on 
occasion. On Thursday, Friday and 
Saturday nights, there are usually 
five patrol officers on the streets. 

The new police officer, Simmons 
explained, would probably work a 
split shift. But if he is hired in Jan- 
uary, he probably won’t be on his 
own until June or July. ! 

Simmons said the new officer 
would have to spend his first four 
months in a police academy for 
basic training and sen his next 
few months riding with a veteran of- 
ficer, It takes about a year for anew 
officer to become as productive as a 
veteran, Simmons noted. 

Last year, the police department 
operated on a $1,081,000 budget and 
used all but $1,000, This year, be- 
cause of inflation and plans to pur- 
chase three new patrol cars, the 
budget will be about $1,150,000. 

“When we approach the council 
for money, we don’t inflate our bud- 
get,’’ Simmons stated. ‘‘We simply 
address ourselves to our needs and 
ask that only those needs be funded. 
That’s exactly what I did again this 
year.” 


Cheap motel in El Cerrito

EL CERRITO — The cracking 
stucco walls of a San Pablo Avenue 
motel is not the sort of place you 
would expect a wealthy bachelor to 
call home, 

But Reuben Metson is not just 
another wealthy bachelor. 

“T hate snobs, hypocrites and ar- 
rogance,”’ said the 48-year-old drift- 
er whose state of wealth changed 
nine months ago when he found out 
that he had inherited $260,000 from 
his great-aunt — 15 years after the 
actual bequest. It had taken aRich- 
mond detective that long to find and 
help prove he was the missing 
heir. 

Metson was discovered in a 
down-and-out area of Detroit, un- 
able to pay his rent and battling to 
survive the bitter Detroit winters, 
by private detective William Lin- 
hart. Linhart, who specializes in 
missing heir cases,was rewarded 
with $60,000 by the probate court 
that accepted the evidence the lost 
heir was still alive. 


But the hard times which tem- 
pered the character of Metson left 
him witha frugality that surprises 
those around him, While others 
might consider a vacation in Hawafi 
or the Mediterranean, Metson sits 
quietly in the San Pablo Avenue 
motel voraciously reading maga- 
zines and newspapers from around 
the country. With his own future 
reasonably secure, he pores overs 
the news to determine the future of 
the rest of the world.

Zweben, born in Washington, D.C., received his law 
degree at George Washington University in the nation’s. 
capital in 1970. He spent his next two years on a fellow- 
ship with the federal government, serving for a legal aid 
agency in Ann Arbor, Mich., before transferring to a si- 
milar agency in Contra Costa County. He then started a 
private practice in Albany in 1972. A year later, he 
formed a partnerhsip with Leif Jenssen, which lasted

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with Kretzmer, he handles these discussions with the 
same confidentiality he would give other clients. 

“Fortunately, in the overwhelming number of occa- 
sions, the city council follows my advice,’ Kretzmer re- 
marked.

A-month earlier, they moved from San Pablo Avenue 
on the Albany-El Cerrito border to a former home on 
Fairmont Avenue in El Cerrito. Zweben’s office used to 
be a bedroom, 

Being:a city attorney, he said, actually has hurt his 
private practice.

Bike path on Santa Fe

EL CERRITO — The city may in- 
stall a 2¥%-mile bike path and-close 
three city streets as part of its plans 
for the abandoned Santa Fe Rail- 
road right-of-way. 

A citizen’s committee appointed 
by the city council recommended 
Monday that most of the thin strip of 
land stretching the length of El 
Cerrito be retained as open space. It 
would include a bike path running 
from Albany to Richmond, several 
mini-parks, and the possibility of 
some private development. 

The committee suggested that 
Waldo and Portola avenues be 
closed to through traffic crossing 
the right-of-way and the land be 
made into parks. Kearney Street 
between Conlon Avenue and Cutting 
Boulevard would be abanoned and a 
new street, branching off Key Bou- 
levard at Conlon would connect with 
Cutting Boulevard. Key would be 
changed into a one-way northbound 
street; the new road would be one- 
way southbound. Part of Waldo and 
Portola would be made into parks.

The land, which runs parallel to 
the BART tracks, would be land- 
scaped to match the par course and 
path on the adjacent long strip of 
open space. Unsightly buildings ad- 
jacent to the right-of-way would be 
screened and treés could be planted 
to preserve the privacy of homes. 

City officials already have ap- 
plied for a federal grant to pay for 
the removal of train tracks at the 14 
intersections crossed by the land. 
No money is now in the budget for 
improving the rest of the property.

Oct, 31 along the entire Cal- 
ifornia coastline. 

The purpose of the 
quarantine is to protect the 
public from a highly toxic 


poison found in mussels — | 


and to a lesser extent, 
clams — during the sum- 
mer and fall months, 

The poison’s source is an 
organism called Gonyaulax 
catenella, which gives the 
ocean a_ reddish-brown 
color and on which mussels 
and clams feed. The poison 
is produced only during the’ 
summer and fall months, It 
usually concentrates in the 


digestive organs and mus- 
cle tissues of the mullusks 
that consume it. 


When these shellfish are 


| eaten by people, the poison 


often causes acute distur- 
bance of the central ner- 
vous system. Severe poi- 
soning can result in muscu- 
lar paralysis and death 
from asphyxiation, if 
breathing is not maintained 
by artificial means. 


Since California abalone, 
crab and shrimp do not feed 
on the poison-producing or- 
ganism, there is no danger 
from eating them during 
the summer and fall 
months,

ALBANY — A rented house in the 400 block of Talbot 
Avenue, a modest, residential neighborhood, makes an 
unlikely headquarters for a record company. But then 
Tom Diamont and Jeff Alexson, co-owners of Kaleido- 
scope Records, readily admit that their company has lit- 
tle in common with the big names of the record indus- 
try. 

There are no flashy marquees at Kaleidoscope Rec- 
ords, no limousines and no fashionably dressed publicity 
agents. 

The company is, in fact, a two-man operation, which 
means, as Diamont said, that ‘‘we not only produce the 
albums and take care of the album covers, but we also do 
the typing and carry out the trash.’’ 


Diamont said that Kaleidoscope is three and a half 
years old and its catalogue includes’ eight albums. 
Among those who have recorded on the label are Bay 
Area musicians Kate Wolf, a vocalist, and David Gris- 
man, a mandolinist. 


In their sparsely furnished back-room office, Dia- 
mont and Alexson spent part of a recent afternoon ex- 
plaining the rewards, and frustrations, of running a 
small, independent record company. 


“Being an independent label means that we really. 
don’t do our own distributing or manufacturing,” Dia-

Handicapped, kids get 
new BART discounts 


The Bay Area rapid 
Transit—in the wake of its 
new fare increases—is is- 
suing discount tickets for 
the handicapped and chil- 
dren which reflect the new 
90 percent discount rate. 

The new tickets, sold 
through local banks, are 
available to handicapped 
persons and children ages 
five through 12. Tickets will 
be red, the same color as 
the old tickets, but will have 
a pre-encoded value of $9, 
and will cost 90 cents. The 
current tickets have a value 
of $6, and cost $1.50, re- 
flecting the 75 percent dis- 
count. BART has created 
the new $9 discount ticket in 
order to make a distinction 
from current outstanding 
tickets for accounting pur- 
poses. 

According to BART offi- 
cials, all red discount tick- 
ets purchased prior to June 
30 will not be exchanged or 
refunded. 

The green senior citizens’ 
discount tickets will contin- 
ue to be encoded with a $6 
value and sold for 60 cents, 
continuing the 90 percent 
discount rate.

They also described the 
symptoms which they said 
would occur soon, and they 
recommended an antidote 
for’the poison, to be given 
immediately. 
Within a half hour the 
child became seriously ill.

The patient was 
moved to the Intensive 
Care Unit. After a few days, 
he had made a complete re- 
covery and went home from 
the hospital. 
This incident illustrates 
the kind of accidental poi- 
soning situation that unfor- 
tunately occurs all too often 
in households where there 
are young children. Ac- 
cording to Theodore G. 
Tong, Pharm.D., program 
director of the Poison Cen- 
ter, it also shows how effec- 
tive a phone call to the Poi- 
son Center can be’ in such 
emergencies. (The 24-hour 
toll-free number of the Poi- 
son Center is 800-792-0720 
for calls originating outside 
the San Francisco area. In 
San Francisco, call 666- 
2845.) 
Recently, the -Bay Area 
Poison Center, which 
opened in February 1979, 
took its 11,000th call. An av- 
erage of 50 to 60 calls are 
answered daily by the cen- 
ter’s staff of registered 
nurses and pharmacists 
who are trained informa- 
tion specialists on poison. 
Through the center’s infor- 
mation resources, they 
have prompt access to vital 
information on over 150,000 
poisonous substances. 
Children six years of age 
or younger are involved in 
more than half of the poi- 
sonings. Nearly 83 percent 
of the poisonings are by in- 
gestion.

City refugees bring 
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vitality to countryside 


New residents of rural 
California are bringing new 
life and economic vitality 
with them from urban 
areas, along with a wide va- 
riety of professional and 
trade skills, higher educa- 
tion levels and Jess depen- 
dency on government for 
their needs. 

These are among the 
major findings of a UC- 
Davis research team that 
looked at urban-to-rural 
trends of the past decade. 
The report was published in 
the May issue of California 
Agriculture, published by 
UC’s division of agricul- 
tural sciences at Berkeley. 

Surveyed were the grow- 
ing communities of Mendo- 
cino, Philo, Boonville and 
Coptche, all in Mendocino 
County, and the Chico, Oro- 
ville and Paradise areas of 
Butte County. 

The study said that the 
working and the retired 
rural newcomers were at- 
tracted to the coastal or 
mountain areas by the 
rural atmosphere, the cli- 
mate or geography and 
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simplicity of life style. 

Of those still working, 
more than 63 percent of the 
newcomers have at least 
some college education; 14 
percent additional have ad- 
vanced college degrees. Of 
the retired group, nearly 
one third have at least some 
college background. 

The findings show that 
more than 40 percent of the 
places of employment in 
these communities are only 
five years old or less, indi- 
cating that the newcomers 
find or create employment 
in new businesses. Nearly 
30 percent of the new- 
comers were employed in 
professional, managerial or 
technical jobs. Other large 
employment categories 
were construction workers 
and truck drivers, food or 
protective service workers 
and sales persons. 

“In general,’ the survey 
says, “the new migrants 
are not a dependent 
group.’’ A primary reason 
for moving to rural areas 
was a desire to be self-suf- 
ficient and to reduce de- 
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pendence on government 
and urban services. Nearly 
half of the currently em- 
ployed newcomers had 
begun a business of their 
own in their new communi- 
ties.

for clues to dinosaur deaths 


If the dinosaurs died a 
sudden cataclysmic death, 
as some scientists are now 
arguing, the evidence may 
be found in a fossil-rich 
strip of Montana badlands. 

Once the coast of a west- 
ern subcontinent of North 
America, the area has pro- 
vided two of the four skele- 
tons of the great dinosaur 
Tyrannosaurus Rex found 
so far. A third was discov- 
ered just a few miles 
away. 

This is the research ter- 
ritory of William Clemens, 
professor of paleontology at 
the University of California 
at Berkeley and one of the 
world’s authorities on the 
small mammals that lived 
with the dinosaurs. 

As important as the trea- 
sure trove of fossils, says 
Clemens, is that here is the
